There is no question, too, 
that persons interested in the stock 
market's upa and downs have been 
talking about the Coolidge candidacy 
on the theory that if it were assured 
he would be the candidate, a certain 
optimism would prevail .in.business 
•ana1 financial quarters. 


WISH FATHERS THOUGHT 


Now the truth is that President Coo- 


lidge hasn't said a word to anybody to 
indicate that he has changed or will 
change his position. "With many, ot 
those who •want him to run, the wish 
is father,to the thought. And what 
has really" happened is that certain vet- 
eran politicians have in the last few 
days relized that the republican poli- 
tical situation misht become desperate 
in view of the oil scandal disclosures 
and that only President Coolidge could 
save the day.. He'weathered jthe' Tea- 
pot Dome Btorarln 1924J and -would, "fre-- 
expected to go through it again on the 
theory that he himself, is omtouched by 
the disclosures. 


Also, in many other states there are 


leaders who feel that while Hoover,

During the year 192G there were 3 - 


SOO lues lost and $150,000,000 worth of 
property destroyed in farm fires, ac 
cording to a statement issued by the 
Wisconsin Industrial commission. The 
commission points out that most of 
the fatalities were -women and chil- 
dren and asks that this unnecessary- 
loss of life and hard 
earned 
faim 


money be stopped by preventing fires. 


The huge loss of life and property 


in 1926 was needless as in most cases 
carefulness and proper fire protection 
equipment would have prevented the 
flies. 


The main fire causes, in order of 


their importance, are lightning, defec 
tive chimneys and- flues, match care^ 
lessness and smoking, shingle roofs, 
spontaneous combustion, carelessness 
with gasoline and kerosene and de- 
fective electric wiring and misuse of 
electric appliances. 


Following 
are 
some 
suggestions 


made by the commission for reduc- 
ing the number of fires. 


It has been clearly 
demonstrated 


that a lightning rod system of ap- 
pioved materials, properly installed, 
•well grounded t6 permanent moisture 
and kept in repair is almost sure pro 
tection. 


A good brick chimney, lined through 


out with approved flue lining, clean 
ed regularly and sound smoke pipes 
•with 
good 
clearance to woodwork 


would prevent the second class of fires. 


Neither barn, yard, field or foiest are 


safe places for discarding 
matches, 


cigars stubb, cigaret 
butts or pipe 


heels and the barn, yard and hay or 
straw stacks are unsafe places 
for 


smoking.

It is a scandal to 
our American governmental system that these rup- 
ture cure fakers are permitted to do business. 


Tuberculosis of the Lunss 


Does a person having1 a slight touch of tubercu- 


losis of the lungs omit gci-ms from other parts of 
the body sueh as hands, hair, etc., or are the germs 
centered in the lungs? (R. M.) 
Answer—Tubercle bacilli may bo on the patient's 


hands or hair or on his clolhinsr or bed clothing 
or even on the walls, floor or furniture of the room, 
or on toilet and eating utensils used by the patient. 
But these are of little or no importance. Practically 
the only way. one may catch tuberculosis from a 
patient is in the direct transfer of saliva, sputum or 
spray from the patient's no.«e or mouth. The spray 
carries not over five feet in ordinary conversation, 
but 
may 
carry as. far as 12 feet if the patient 


coughs with mouth uncovered. In practice a doc- 
tor, nurse or visitor who takes the simple precau- 
tion of -washing the hands after contact with a 
tuberculosis patient effectively disposes of any risk 
of infection via the hands. 


They Probably Get a "Kick" 
What do you think of this growing- appetite for 


aspirin? Among many of my friends it has become 
a daily habit—they take an aspirin for every real 
or fancied ailment, for fatigue, for worry, for a. 
threatened, headache, for everything or nothing at 
all. Is this auite harmful? (F.• F. C.) 


Answer—Far from harmless. This pain killer, like 


the older coaltar derivatives acctaniiide and phc- 
nacctin, tends to depress and poison the heart, break 
down red corpuscles and eventually undermine the 
health. I am Quito, a coward myself, but I'<1 rather 
struggle along with n. moderate pain or ache or in- 
disposition than monkey with such dope.

Hamsun's "Growth of the Soil" be- 
came a best seller. It is the story of 
the battle against the 
enemies of 


wheat in the Northwest, the bread 
basket of the nation. So although the 
saga business 
has 
become almost 


commonplace, its theme is epic from 
its very nature. It 
is the 
kind of 


theme Frank Norris dreamed of a 
quarter o£ a century ago< 
The Swedes who settled 
on the, 


prairie naturally turned to wheat. But 
they were igndrant and they did not 
understand that wheat has a great 
many natural enemies. Grasshoppers 
were one o£ them, and various kinds 
of diseases. Some 
kinds 
of 
wheat 


would not mature early enough so the 
frost killed them. Other kinds grew 
too tall so that the winds did irrepar- 
able damage. The ignorant pioneers 
merely accepted disaster as an act of 
God, suffered dumbly, and next spring 
made the same mistakes. 


All except one young fellow, a kind 


oC community fool going by the name 
of Mails. He is a kind o£ untaught 
prarie Darwin. In the prnctial things 
oC life lie is a good deal'of a fool am] 
his neighbors have an 
impulse 
to

working hard as he should. He mar- 
ries a widow with a houseful o£ cril- 
dren anil people Iqush at him. He is 
the Reverse of a widewake, practical 
citizen. lie dreams the years away, 
his one passion the development of a. 
wheat that will withstand not 
onl> 


the rigors of the climate but also the 
diseases of the prairies. 


He is not understood and of course 
e lives on the edge of • starvation 


most pf the time. There are various 
personal complications that are irrel- 
evant to the main theme of the epic 
of the wheat. But he is not" much of a 
success in bending his destiny to his 
will. In practical things, in short, he 
would be looked upon as a failure in 
any community. 


But in the end he wins the battle 
against "red rust," 
that 
dreaded 


wheat disease that was bringing the 
farmers to despair. He develops 
a 
wheat that can withstand the rust 
and on the last page important peo- 
ple in he government, charged with 
investigating the causes of the rust 
plague, do him reverence and refer to 
this neighborhood fool 
as a 
great 


man. Ironically however, by that time 
he .is dead, having died in obscurity 
and poverty. 


All of which is good material. The 


theme seems to me worthy 
of 
the 


greatest writer. But 
unfortunately, 


for. me at least, the material never 
once comes to life. It 
remains dead 


matter never became incandescent. 


It is as if Mrs. Cannon's impulse 


was to write a treatise on the subject 
and then decided to put it in story 
form to give it wider currency. Many 
of the characters are , hardly 
more 


than labels; even Matts himself, the 
chief actor in the story, is so obvious- 
ly contrived by the author that the 
reader is always looking for cracks in 
the plaster.

man foods is the potato. Few people 
rcaiiKo, however, that under some cir- 
c.imstanccs poisonous products may 
develop in the potato and cause se- 
vere symptoms in persons who 
eat 
them. 


In one series of 
cases mentioned 


by Dr. Samuel R. Damon in a recent 
consideration oC rood infections and 
poisons, four members ot a family of 
seven were attacked. In an outbreak 
reported in 1SS9, 101 soldiers in a gar- 
rison were affected and In a series of 
outbreaks occurring in Germany, 716 
soldiers distributed among four garri- 
sons were poisoned by eating 
bad 
potatoes. 


POISON SOON APPEARS 


In most instances the cases do not 


result fatally, but some deaths are re- 
ported due to the fnct that tho retch- 
ing: and vomiting were so severe that 
secondary symptoms caused 
death. 


Poisoning from the potato Will appear 
within a. few hours after the meal and 
ii likely to affect a considerable num- 


ber of persons who may have partak- 
en of the food. 


The potato belongs botanically to 


a series of plants which contain a 
substance known 
as 
solanin. The 


plant known as the 
"deadly night- 


shade" is of the same family. 


In certain cases the 
method of 


growth of the potato in relationship 
to the light seems to increase the 
amount of solanin, the poisonous sub- 
stance that it contains, Thus it 
\s 


known that the content of the poison 
in poatocs varies 
will 
the 
season, 


much more appearing In 
summer 


than in winter. In sprout potatoes the 
content of the poison is considerably 
increased. 


SEVERE SYMPTOMS 


There arc other conditions in whicTT 


the eating of potatoes may result in 
serious 
gastro-intestinal 
symptoms, 


these being those in which potato sal- 
ad or other forms of poorly cooked 
material become secondarily infected 
with germs and are allowed to stand 
for long periods of time before being; 
used. 


The symptoms of poisoning by po- 
tatoes are so severe that a physician 
should be called so that he 
may 


administer remedies ot 
importance 


for 
sustaining 
the 
patient's I 


heart and broathing. ns well as for ' 
the relief ot the pains in the stomach I 
and intestines.

SUPERVISORS EXPECT 
BITTER FIGHT OVER 
HIGHWAY BOND ISSUE 


Argue County Is Bonded to 


Limit Now and Tax Payers 


* 
Are Protesting 


A bitter fight is predicted by sev- 


eral supervisors when the proposed 
$175,000 highway bond issue, laid over 
from the February session, is brought 
before the county board at its next 
.session opening April 17. 
' The main argument of opponents 
Is that the county is bonded to the 
limit now and an additional bond is 
illegal. Taxes already are high, op- 
ponents say, and taxpayers are pro- 
testing. 


The urgent need 
for paving 
on 


County Trunk Z on the south side of 
the Fox river from Appleton to Kau- 
kauna is the principal argument of 
proponents of the bond issue. 
They 


say this road is in deplorable condi- 
tion and that present day traffic de- 
mands two paved highways into Ap- 
pleton from the north. 


One proponent says there should be 


no hesitancy about passing-the bond 
issue because the part of the county 
which the new road will benefit pays 
.the biggest share of the taxes any- 
way. And one of the opponents an- 
swers that if this section of the coun- 
ty pays the biggest share of the taxes 
it also has more than SO per cent of 
the paved roads and he doesn't be- 
lieve it is fair to neglect the rest of 
the county. 


Supervisor 
Anton Jansen, Little 


Chute, one of the ardent supporters of 
the measure, 
even proposes to in- 


crease the issue. 


The measure provides for paving 


County Trunk Z -from Appleton 
to 


Kimberly and relocating 
the 
road 


from. Kimberly to Kaukauna. 
The 


cost of this project is estimated 
at 


$80,000. The balance of the 1175,000 
is divided among the other towns, ci- 
ties and villages. 


"All this talk of being illegal 
is 


merely propaganda by the opponents 
to defeat the measure," said Mr. Jan- 
sen. "I looked up the law and I find 
that we can bond this county to more 
^ than $1,000,000 and I believe this road 
". is an absolute necessity and I will 


fight my head off to ha\re it passed." 


Supervisors August Laabs, Grand 


Chute and William Tate, Deer Creek, 
are the only 
supervisors who have 


openly stated, since the February ses- 
sion, 'that they are opposed to the 
bond issue and will work to defeat it. 


"We are bonded to the limit now," 


: said Mr. Laabs. 
"Our people 
are 


. protesting 
about high taxes and I 


don't believe'" the money should 
be 


spent at this time. 
The 
farmers 


haven't got paved roads 
and they 


don't believe they should 
pay 
for 


paved roads for someone else to use." 


Mr. Tate declared there 
was no 


need for a bond issue at this time 
and that the county board could not 
legally pass it anyway. He said he 
would line up with the opponents of 
the measure. 


Two supervisors 
who opposed the 
. issue at the February session because 
' they wanted further time to investi- 


gate, said they have not had sufficient 


. time to look into the matter but that 


they would be ready to vote one way 
or the other 
at the next 
session.

ter draws in with its food. The parasite irritates the 
Oyster and1 causes it to pour forth a fluid called nacre, 
which surrounds the parasite and hardens.

THe parasite actually 


is the larva of a tape- 
worm which attains ma- 
turity in the intestines of 
a great fish called the 
Indian ray. 


Not all the larvae of 


the tapeworm are killed 
by the oyster's nacre. A 
trigger-fish crunches up 
the oyster for a meal, 
larvae and all. 


The'parasite tunnels its way into the stomach of the 


trigger-fish and there lies dormant as a sort of capsule. 
Finally the trigger-fish is eaten by a great sting-ray in 
which the tapeworm reaches maturity and lays its 
*Bgs- These in due course escape to ehter another 
oyster and become pearls or parasites again and the 
cycle is completed.

word, it designates the period of em- 
bracing December. January and Feb- 
ruary, in the United States, or No- 
vember, December and January, In 
England. 


Astronomically, however, it is for 


the northern hemisphere that period 
of time between the Winter Solstice 
and the Vernal Equinox — when the 
most direct rays of the sun point fur- 
thest soutli ar.d when they cross the 
Equator. 


Actually, it is the coldest season of 


tho year, despite thnt the earth, mov- 
ing in its orbit, is about 3,000,000 mil- 
es closer to the Mm in January than 
it is in June. 


The temperature is low, says Dr. 


Humphreys of the Weather Bureau, 
because the days are much shorter 
than the nights and the sun is not so 
high over the horizon. The enrth is 
so tipped on its axis that the rays 
of the sun fall upon the surface at 
such an angle that they are called up- 
on to heat a much greater area, for 
each unit, than in summer, when th'i 
sun is most directly overhead, and 
they have less time to get in their 
warming work. 


In about 12,000 years, however, be- 


cause of the gradual change in the 
earth's orbit, the northern hemis- 
phere will bo closest to the aim in 
summer and farthest awuy in winter. 
The effect says Dr. Humphreys, will 
bo shorter and hotter summers and 
longer and colder winters. 


But considering the time allowed, 


man has plenty of times to 
adapt 


himself to the change. As far as th-i 
approaching winter is concerned, he 
has not been able, from available in- 


dications, to 
predict 
whether 
the 


temperature will be relatively moder- 
ate, as has been the caso for several 
years, or abnormally colJ.
